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Nursery Cost Accounting 


Over the past quarter century, the 
writer has at various times read 
articles on nursery cost accounting in 
trade publications. These articles al 
ways impressed one that the author, 
sincere though he was, only submitted 
a mathematical because no 
actual system proved his information 
to he true. In presenting the follow 
ing, all results may be proved, because 
they are actual business transactions 
in past years. In this system, the 
writer makes no claim of perfection 
If it contains any idea of value to the 
nursery industry or its individual 
members, its purpose is accomplished 
A remote hope might be that it would 
stimulate within 
the industry, and that therefrom might 
arise a more or less standardized sys 
tem of cost accounting in the growing 
and distribution of nursery products

Further, we take no issue with those 
nurserymen who contend that 
records are nonessential to successful 
nursery operations. True, when stock 
is limited, sales are good, prices are

Some must be performed by the field 
employees, many of whom are in 
efficient with records. Any workable 
system must be simple enough to lend 
itself to the intelligence of such em 
pk yyees 

(3) A successful system must be 
reasonably accurate. Records on com 
mercial production and distribution 
could be largely detail. The more de 
tailed the records the more accuracy 
could be achieved 

Because of its many horticultural 
varieties, and because the propagation 
and growing of certain varieties often 
require different cultural treatments, 
commercial production could be so 
detailed that the expense entailed 
would be greater than the value of 
the information received. To a nurs 
eryman such a system is worthless 
The system about to be presented is 
the culmination of twenty-five years’ 
cost research by the writer and spreads 
annually the total cost of operation 
over the remaining inventories. We 


know it is simple, workable and rea 
sonably accurate because we have used 
it without basic change for the past 
fifteen years. We submit it to you 
without apologies, but in the hope you 
may find it of interest 

This system requires: (1) An em 
ployee to administer it. (2) A uni 
form method of growing stock. (3) 
Field records: A—Time sheets. B 
Planting orders. (4) Office records: 
A-——Sales books. B—Accounts distri 
bution ledger. C-—-Condensed ledger 
D—Annual cost sheet. E-—-Comput 
ing planting orders. 

(1) An employee to administer it 
No matter the size of the business, 
this system requires one employee 
whose first duty is the operation of its 
cost records.

stock. No system of costs can be suc- 
cessful without a definite plan of 
growing. There may be short cuts as 
long as the basic principles are not 
violated, but in our experience a de- 
parture from regular procedure in 
growing only creates confusion of 
records later. Inasmuch as both field 
and office records are set up to corre- 
spond, any change in growing methods 
requires a like change in office records. 

The accompanying diagram of our 
system of growing stock is made 
clearer by the following explanatory 
comments. 

Propagation: All types of stock are 
started in our propagation depart 
ment. Equipment consists of green- 
houses, hotbeds, lath houses, cold- 
frames and seedbed areas. After 
propagation, the different types of 
plants are moved to their respective 
areas for growing on, as shrubs into 
shrub transplants, shade trees into 
shade tree transplants, etc. 

Miscellaneous: When stock is pur- 
chased for sale only, it is stored or 
trenched in, in an area called mis- 


cellancous. This is our salesyard. 
Unless plant material is moved from 
this area into our field its cost ter 
minates here. 

Perennials: After propagation, per- 
ennial plants are put in plant bands 
or pots and moved into our salesyard. 
While these plants are sold from our 
miscellaneous area, a separate account 
is carried on our ledgers, so that we 
may determine profit or loss on grow- 
ing and distributing this type of plant 
material. 

Roses: We are dealers, not grow- 
ers, of roses, and we merchandise them 
in the same manner as we do peren- 
nials and carry a separate account for 
the same purpose. 

Shrub Transplants: Shrub seedlings, 
cuttings and grafts are moved from 
our propagating department to this 
area. They remain here until sold or 
moved to shrub specimens. The cost 
for most growers would terminate at 
this point, as few nurserymen grow 
this type of plant to specimen sizes. 

Shrub Specimens: Certain types 
and varieties of shrubs are moved 


from shrub transplants to this area 
for growing into specimens. These 
are all dug B&B. 

Vacant Land: As all growers know, 
proper fertilization of land is impera 
tive to the growing of good nursery 
stock. To reestablish fertility, our 
land is left vacant for a year between 
crops of plant materials. Every grower 
has his own method of restoring fer- 
tility. We use barnyard fertilizer, 
commercial fertilizer and cover crops 

Shade Tree Transplants: Tree seed 
lings, cuttings and grafts are moved 
from our propagating department to 
this area. They remain here until sold 
or moved to shade tree specimens 
Unless a grower produces trees in 
large sizes, costs would terminate here. 

Shade Tree Specimens: Certain 
types and varieties of trees are moved 
from tree transplants to this area and 
grown into specimens. All are dug 
BEB. 

Vacant Land: Fertility is 
lished as under shrubs. 

Broad-leaved Evergreen Trans 
plants: These are seedlings, cuttings 
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and grafts from our propagating de 
partment. Not all varieties are planted 
directly in field rows. Some are 
planted where growing conditions, as 
shade and water, may be controlled. 
With this type of stock, soil acidity 
must be maintained at all times. 

Broad-leaved Evergreen Specimens 
Most broad-leaved varieties are moved 
from broad-leaved transplants to a 
broad-leaved specimen area and are 
dug B&B. 

Vacant Land: With broad-leaved 
evergreens, soil acidity is reestablished 
when land is not planted and is con- 
tinued when land is stocked by one or 
more applications of acid-producing 
materials. 

Narrow-leaved Evergreens, X-l 
Seedlings, rooted cuttings and grafts 
are moved from propagating depart 
ment and planted in beds or flats 
under shade. They remain here two 
or three years. X-1 signifies once 
transplanted and one year in present 
location. 

X-2: These are X-1 of the previous 
year. In case of exceptional growth, 
X-2 stock is transplanted into 2X-1 
at the end of the second growing sea- 
son. Mostly it remains as X-3 for 
another year. 

X-3: These are X-2 of the previous 
year. Stock from this area is sold or 
planted in 2X-1 area. It is lining-out 
stock. 

Vacant Land: Preparation same as 
previously outlined. 

Narrow-leaved Evergreens, 2X-1 
This is X-2 or X-3 stock of the pre 
vious year. It has been transplanted 
twice and is in its first year in present 


location. 

2X-2: This is 2X-1 of previous 
year. Lining-out stock is sold from 
here. 

2X-3: This is 2X-2 of previous 
year. Stock from this area is root- 


pruned to renew feeding roots. 

2X-4: This is 2X-3 of previous 
year. Stock is usually sold or trans- 
planted before it reaches this age. 

2X-5: This is 2X-4 of previous 
year. Movement of plant material by 
sales or transplanting should leave 
little stock in this area. 

Narrow-leaved Evergreens, 3X-1 
This is 2X-3, 2X-4 or 2X-5 of the 
previous year. It has been three times 
transplanted and one year in present 
location. 


3X-2: This is 3X-1 of previous 
year. 

3X-3: This is 3X-2 of previous 
year. Sold from this area as small 
specimens and dug B&B. 

3X-4: This is 3X-3 of previous 
year. Sold from this area as small 
specimens and dug B&B. 

3X-5: This is 3X-4 of previous 


year. Sold as B&B specimens

Field Records Appear in 


Vacant Land: Preparation same as 
previously outlined. 

Narrow-leaved Evergreens, 4X-1 
This is 3X-3, 3X-4 or 3X-5 of the 
previous year. It has been four times 
transplanted and one year in present 
location. All four times transplanted 
stock is super-specimens, six feet or 
more in height and 15 years or more 
in age. Most nurserymen do not grow 
and are therefore not interested in this 
type of stock. 


4X-2: This is 4X-1 of previous 
year. 

4X-3: This is 4X-2 of previous 
year. 

4X-4: This is 4X-3 of previous 
year. 

4X-5: This is 4X-4 of previous 
year. 

(3) Field Records, (A) Time 


Sheets: On page 8 are reproduced 
our weekly individual time sheet and 
our weekly condensed time sheet. 
Labor performed in any of the dif 
ferent departments is recorded daily 
on_each individual sheet. At the end 
of each week this sheet will show 
where this employee has spent his 
time and what that time has cost. 
Each weekly pay day, a condensed 
time sheet is compiled, comprising all 
the individual time sheets for the

week. This condensed time sheet is 
our weekly pay roll and is entered 
directly in the accounts distribution 
ledger under the different headings 
Each weekly condensed pay roll sheet 
is then entered on an annual con 
densed pay roll sheet for use in com 
piling our annual cost sheet at the 
end of each business year. Sample of 
annual condensed pay roll sheet is not 
shown here. 

(3) Field Records, (B) Planting 
Orders: These are most important 
records. They are the life history of 
the block of stock to which they are 
assigned. They show cost, inventory 
and sales for the block to date. When 
stock enters the nursery, either 
through propagation or by purchase, 
a planting order with an assigned 
number is made. The proper infor 
mation is entered, as in the accom 
panying form. This stock moves from 
propagation to once transplanted (X), 
twice transplanted (2X), three times 
transplanted (3X), four times trans 
planted (4X), or until it is entirely 
sold or otherwise eliminated from our 
fields. 

Source and Cost: If stock has been 
purchased to be planted in our nurs 
ery, source and cost are recorded at the 
time of issuing the planting order

number. If its source is our own prop 
agation department, cost is determined 
annually from our yearly cost sheet, 
computed at the end of each fiscal 
year. 

Inventory: At the end of each year 
the trees in the block are counted and 
the date, size and number in the block 
are recorded under inventory. 

Sales Record: When a sale is made 
it is recorded on the planting order 
from which stock is to be dug. This 
corresponds to the stock book operated 
by most nurseries. These sales record 
ings are on the back of the planting 
orders. At the conclusion of our busi 
ness year sales and receipts for the 
year from this block are totaled and 
these totals are recorded on the front 
of the planting order. One may then 
observe at a glance the cost, inventory 
and sales from the block. 

(4) Office Records, (A) Sales 
Books: Reproduced above is a form 
of our sales book. It is in tripli 
cate, a white sheet (customer's in 
voice), a yellow sheet (our office rec 
ord) and a pink sheet (our digging 
order). When a customer's order is 
received it is recorded in triplicate 
and sent to our sales department, 
where proper entries are made on the 
planting order from which the stock 
is to be dug. The location of this stock 


in our fields is also recorded on our 
office record (yellow sheet) and ou 
digging order (pink sheet). This in 
formation is necessary for our office 
and digging crew. When the order has 
been delivered and cash payment re 
ceived, the transaction entered 
directly in our accounts distribution 
ledger, and our office record (yel 
low sheet) is then filed under paid 
invoices. If order is delivered on open 
account, it is filed under unpaid in 
voices until payment is received, when 
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it is likewise entered in the accounts 
distribution ledger. At this time the 
transaction is also filed in our card in 
dex system under the customer's name 
for future reference in case of need 
This card index serves as our mailing 
list. 

(4) Office Records, (B) Accounts 
Distribution Ledger: This is a large 
book both in size and importance. Be 
cause of its size, no legible form can 
be shown here. It consists of a debit 
and a credit sheet, on which the vari 
ous accounts are carried in vertical 
columns. Listing horizontally across 
the page, each sheet carries the follow 
ing accounts

Some of the less active accounts are 
carried together in a single column 
(such as the three pertaining to shrubs, 
or several sizes of once-transplanted 
evergreens), thus reducing the number 
of vertical columns necessary. These 
vertical columns are totaled from day 
to day, and at the close of our busi 
ness year, the year’s totals are entered 
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under like headings in a smaller led- 
ger called a condensed ledger. 


These final totals in their aggregate 
constitute the entire year’s business, 
and all now appear in the condensed 
ledger under their proper accounts. 
For example, we received on May 1, 
1945 (yellow sheet) a check for 
$51.50 in payment for the order pre 
viously delivered to John Smith on 
April 25, 1945. When payment was 
received, Smith's order (yellow sheet) 
was removed from our file of unpaid 
invoices. Payment was entered in 
accounts distribution ledger by debit 
ing cash for $51.50 and crediting mis 


cellaneous, $15; shrub specimens, 
$14.50; tree specimens, $6; ever 
greens 3X-4, $16. The distribution 


ledger now has an entry of $51.50 
debit, and an equal credit entry sep 
arated under four different accounts. 
Debits and credits must always equal; 
therwise there is an error 


(4) Office Records, (C) Con- 
densed Ledger: In this hook appear all 
accounts not carried in the accounts 
distribution ledger. At the close of 
each business year, the year’s total of 
each account in the distribution ledger 
is posted as a single entry in this 
condensed ledger, so that this ledger 
then contains all our business for the 
year. We are now ready to close our 
condensed Ie¢dger and compile our 
annual cost sheet for the year. No 
sample sheet of this ledger is shown, 
is any standard ledger may be used 


(4) Office Records, (D) Annual 
Cost Sheet: This tabulation is the 
culmination of the year’s business. It 
is the condensation of all the year’s 
records into one form sheet which may 
be read at a glance. It shows (1) cost 
of each production account, (2) hours 
of labor on each account, (3) cost of 
that labor, (4) cost of material used, 
(5) quantity of stock produced, (6) 
our method of distributing overhead, 
called equalization rate, (7) total 
overhead each account must assume, 
(8) total cost of each grade of plants, 
(9) cost of each as determined by our 
inventory, column 5, (10) our sales of 
each grade of plants for the year. It 
shows us which accounts are making 
a profit, which a loss and which we 
carry without sales. A specimen of 
our annual sheet on 
this page 

(4) Office Records, (E) Comput 
ing Planting Orders: With closing of 
the condensed ledger and compiling 
of the annual cost sheet, our records 
for the year are almost completed 
The final step is the computing of 
these costs on the planting orders 
These orders now show inventory and 
sales for the year. The final operation 
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Annual Cost Sheet Tabulates the Year's Business. 


is to multiply the number of trees 
shown by the inventory by the cost 
each (column 9 cost sheet) of that 
particular grade of stock. We shall 
now have on each planting order our 
cost to date (source and cost), number 
of trees remaining in block (inven 
tory) and amount received from sales 
to date (sales record). One may now 
see at a glance the life history of this 
block, one’s profit or loss to date, and 
the price one must receive for the 
remaining trees to make a satisfactory 
return on one’s investment. 

In conclusion due warning should 
be given (1) that under this same 
method computing our final 
result would rarely correspond t 


costs 


yours, and only figures compiled by 
yourself would provide you with your 
costs; (2) with proper changes for the 
type of horticultural business, this 
system in whole or in part could be 
used by any grower or distributor of 
nursery products; (3) while we com 
pile our annual income tax report 
from our final annual figures, this 
system has been organized primarily 
as a cost system and its income tax 
values are not of first consideration.

Parathion on Fruits 


So rapidly have new and more 
potent insecticides appeared on the 
market that nurserymen have had 
dificulty in keeping up with them. 
Recently statements which have ap- 
peared indicate that Parathion will be 
of particular value in the nursery and 
orchard, and it is already making 
rapid headway in related horticultural 
fields. 

In tests conducted in 1947 and in 
1948 Parathion has given extremely 
promising results in the control of a 
wide variety of orchard pests, includ- 
ing the codling moth, red-banded leaf 
roller, aphis, pear psylla and plum 
curculio, while it is effective against 
the orchard mites not controlled by 
DDT. Outstanding characteristics of 
Parathion, as reported by government 
workers, are the high degree of ef- 
fectiveness in small dosages and the 
prolonged period of its effectiveness. 
In most cases dosages of from two to 
cight ounces of Parathion per hun- 
dred gallons of spray have been high- 
ly effective, have retained their ef- 
fectiveness from ten days to two 
weeks or longer, and have caused 
injury in only a few instances. 

Because of the highly poisonous 
nature of Parathion, application 
should be made with care and the re- 
quisite precautions. Research workers 
handling formulated materials con- 
taining the product suffered no ill ef- 
fects when suitable precautions were 
observed. Because of the nature of 
the material and present lack of in- 
formation on the health hazards of 
residues likely to persist on treated 
fruit, the general use of Parathion by 
orchardists is not yet recommended, 
though it is hoped it may be possible 
before long. It is stated that the 
residues usually drop to a low point 
in two or three weeks after applica- 
tion, and it is therefore hoped that 
they will not prove to be a serious 





With the appearance of this prod- 
uct on the market will no doubt 
come recommendations from the ex- 
periment stations which tested the 


material. In its use nurserymen should 


remember that its highly poisonous 
nature requires the fullest precau- 
tion in application and that care 
should be used until rates of applica- 
tion are more certainly defined to 
prevent injury to plants. The unusual

COTONEASTER MULTIFLORA., 


Cotoneaster multiflora is justly 
called “manyflower  cotoneaster.” 
Each spring it is covered with white 
flowers, and during this season of a 
meager seed crop it has been laden 
with bright red berries. This shrub 
came from western China and is 
hardy throughout zone 4, with tem- 
peratures from 10 to 20 degrees be- 
low zero.

A most successful trade meet was 
held October 10 to 12 at the Orange 
Court hotel, Orlando, by the Florida 
State Nurserymen’s Association. Sev- 
enty-five nurserymen were in attend- 
ance.

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Some Narrow Upright Trees 


A number of well known decidu 
ous trees are represented in cultiy 
tion by forms of decided upright 
growth habit — narrow - pyramidal 
fastigiate or columnar. They ar 
called forms because, 1 rule, they 
do not true from seeds, but 
must be propagated by some veget 
tive means if the parent stock is t 
he replicated in the process. This 
fact of propagation requirement 
may, in part, account for the rarity 
of some of these upright trees as fat 


as 


come 


as wide landscape use is concerned 
Then, too, the factor of slowness of 
development during the early years 
may make some of these plants not 
such profitable plant merchandis 
from the grower’s point of view 

An exception is, of course, the far 
too common and often badly abused 
Lombardy poplar, which grows read 
ily from cuttings and puts on size 
rapidly in the nursery. As a result 
this somewhat weedlike growth 
rate, this poplar—like many another 
attractive but easily grown plant 
long since become a_ nursery 
“hardware” item and almost 
usurped the fastigiate tree plantings, 
and not always with pleasant long 
run results. In a way this too 
bad, because. when given plenty ot 
root run in rich deep soil, the Lom 
bardy poplar can often develop int 
a tall narrow plant which has about 
everything that can be expected from 
a tree of such habit. Such develop 
ment is exceptional because the poor 
plant, being cheap to buy and rela 
tively quick in growth, has been too 
frequently shoved into poor, dry 
soil, where its roots cannot serve 
properly without interfering in th 
economy of near-by plantings and 
where its half-starved top growth 
fails to resist disfiguring disease 

Where Lombardy poplars are t 
be set, even under suitable surround 
ings, a better effect will be obtained 
more quickly if not too much hast 
for height is expressed. Plants which 
have been run up in height in crowd 
ed nursery rows with a paucity otf 
development of lower branches will 
be unlikely to give the full-furnished 
effect that the planter wants, not 
without hard pruning. Experien 
has shown that, as a group, poplars 
and willows grow better and just as 
rapidly into suitable performance of 
their landscape purposes when set in 
permanent locations as fairly young 
plants. In the case of the Lombardy 
poplar, every nurseryman will prob

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Plant Notes Here and There 


Since the end of the war, and re- 
sumption of normal travel, I have 
kept my eyes open for the little 
shrubby cinquefoil, Potentilla triden 
tata, in all nurseries visited and have 
yet to see the first specimen. It may 
be that I have gone to the wrong 
places, but it cannot be plentiful. And 
that is not as it should be, because the 
plant, when rightly handled, is a year 
around joy. In fact, I know of few 
more entrancing things in the way 
of an evergreen shrublet. It is easy 
to understand, though, how improper 
handling, such as giving it high liv 
ing or shade, would dispel all its 
charm. 

One has only to go to nature to see 
P. tridentata at its best, such as on 
an exposed hilltop of one of our 
northern states, where it seems pre 
cariously anchored in meager soil, is 
apparently boiled in intense sunlight 
and buffeted by every wind of sum 
mer and winter. There it may grow 
no higher than three or four inches 
and make tight little mounds of 3 
lobed leaves, bearing pretty little 
white flowers in early summer. That 
alone should give it a place in our 
gardens, but its beauty of foliage in 
winter, when the leaves turn from 
green to light wine-red, remaining 
that shade until they again take on 
their green color in spring, would be 
one of the highlights of any winter 
garden. 

To see the plant at its best, give 
it a meager soil, on the acid side, and 
full exposure. Grow it from seeds or 
by division of its underground stems 


Propagating Wintergreen. 


The foregoing note on the ever 
green shrublet reminds me that an 
inquiry came in last week from a 
New York reader on propagating 
wintergreen, Gaultheria procumbens 

The plant spreads naturally by un 
derground stems and is therefore eas 
ily grown from division of those 
parts. I suspect that method would 
be preferred by most growers, be 
cause it is the easiest. If one prefers, 
though, it may be grown from stem 
cuttings of new wood in early sum- 
mer. The medium should be pure 
sand and, I believe, on the acid side. 
Certainly, its permanent soil must 
needs be highly acid. 

Lungworts. 


An Illinois reader saw several un 
usual lungworts growing in a west 
ern nursery last summer and won

ders how they would work into an 
easterner’s schedule. Although I 
have been playing with mertensias 
for over a quarter of a century, I still 
know so little about them that I do 
not feel qualified to disccuss the sub- 
ject. And unfortunately, the names 
are so confused (one is tempted to 
include botanists in the category) 
that it is dificult for a mere gardener 
to know what he is talking about 
However, I have gone over my notes 
made through the years and shall 
try to give an evaluation of the kinds 
with which I am acquainted. 

If Herr Mertens had known how 
much beauty his namesake, merten- 
sia, contained, his sojourn on earth, 
no doubt, would have been more 
pleasant. If gardeners knew all the 
charm and splendor of the genus, our 
gardens would be blessed with blues 
which are now seldom more than a 
part of our dreams. The genus is 
much larger than the few species 
which are common in gardens would 
indicate, numbering forty or more 
distinct kinds, according to bota- 
nists, and these kinds are distributed 
throughout much of the north tem 
perate zone. The geographical loca- 
tion of their habitats suggests that 
the group might contain good garden 
material for the United States, and 
that is found to be the case after one 
has gone a little way into the subject. 
My own adventures among lungworts 
have been confined chiefly to the 


species native to this country, much 
of the Himalayan material having 
escaped my clutches so far, but the 
little of the latter makes me 
long for more. 

If one commences to collect mer 
tensias with the idea that all are mois 
ture lovers, a rude awakening is apt 
to be experienced before long, for 
some of the loveliest are inhabitants 
of near-desert areas in the northwest 
That is apparently true of M. horneri 
(I think the botanists prefer to call 
it M. longiflora). It came to me years 
ago from a collector in Idaho, with 
instructions to plant it where the 
roots would have a thorough baking 
after the foliage disappeared. Some 
of the little, black, dried-up roots, 
as lifeless-looking as a stone, 
planted on a south slope high up ona 
rock garden where they would catch 
the first stirring impulses of the re 
turning sun, and there they 
firmed the collector's report that it 
was one of the loveliest of the lung 
worts. The first warm days of spring 
brought out clusters of lovely pink 
ish buds, which in a few days were 
transformed into dangling bells of 
sky-blue. The whole plant was not 
over two or three inches tall. All of 
which makes one of the spring's 
choicest offerings and one of the most 
charming of lungworts. A worthy 
companion for the preceding is M 
bakeri, which carries on the beautiful 
story into May, with its deep azure

bells on 6-inch stems. This plant also 
has the added value of silvery foliage 
Both kinds mentioned proved reliable 
and permanent in this section, the 
northern part of Michigan, if they 
were given the treatment mentioned 

Several other westerners seem to 
have adjusted themselves to some- 
what similar conditions, although the 
ones with which I am familiar are 
not so exacting in their demands for 
a thorough baking after the dormant 
period starts. Mertensia_ pulchella, 
which the learned ones tell us is a 
form of M. longiflora, is a case in 
point, its desire for a well drained, 
light soil being in line with the wants 
of the others, but it is quite happy 
in any situation that affords these 
conditions. Its 6-inch stems of blue in 
midspring are worthy of space in any 
garden. The prairie bluebell, M. lan 
ceolata, is another of this class, with 
foot-high panicles of sky-blue flowers 
in early spring. Its home on the dry 
plains has equipped it for growth 
in light soil and full sun in eastern 
gardens 

A little more difficult in dry soil, 
because of its demands for a moist 
situation, is the mountain bluebell, 
M. ciliata. Its drooping clusters of 
pale blue bells on stems to eighteen 
inches in length over a long period in 
summer, which prolongs the lung 
wort period through most of that 
season, and its pleasing glaucous 
foliage, which contrary to the be 
havior of most of its kind, persists 
throughout the growing season, are, 
however, worth the effort to keep 
them going. I had another plant un 
der label of M. platensis, perhaps a 
synonym for what botanists know as 
M. pratensis, which was similar to the 
next preceding, except that the flow 
ers were larger and the color was 
darker. Both do better with some 
shade in the middle west in the ab 
sence of a bountiful supply of mois 
ture 

The usual directions for the culture 
of M. laevigata (the botanists say this 
should be M. paniculata borealis) 
call for full sun or light shade; in 
this section it has to have at least 
half shade if it is to hold its foliage 
far into the summer, and I noticed 
that plants in full sun were quite 
short-lived. It is a splendid June 
bloomer, with large blue flowers on 
tall stems, sometimes as much as 
thirty inches on plants in the rich 
soil in which they apparently delight 

I suspect that the next two, because 
of their difficult culture, will be of 
little interest; so I shall not give 
them much They, M. alpina 
and M. humilis, come from the high 
mountains and are quite irreconcil

Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


BILLBOARDS AND ROADS 
IN MARYLAND SCENERY. 


Not long ago a representative of 
one of the billboard-leasing compa- 
nies was in the office and discussed 
the landscape plantings about some of 
the firm’s signs in this section. This 
is one of the best indications that 
the long, slow struggle to preserve 
some of our best roadside scenery is 
at last taking some effect. Nursery- 
men, garden clubs and the other in- 
terested groups have long advocated 
the preservation of roadside beauty. 

The subject is particularly timely 
and of foremost importance in the 
state of Maryland at present. In or- 
der to bring its highway system com- 
pletely up to date, there is a 
$200,000,000 state road-building pro- 
gram under way, which includes a 
$37,500,000, 6-mile-long bridge across 
the Chesapeake bay. For a small state, 
this is a tremendous undertaking, and 
those interested are doing their best 
to see that the highways are not only 
efhcient trafic movers but are attrac- 
tive. 

In spite of the size of the state and 
its relatively small population, it con- 
tains the most heavily traveled inter- 
city highway in the world. It is U. S. 
Route 1 between Baltimore and 
Washington, D. C., two metropolitan 
areas of a million people each, just 
forty miles apart. This route is a 20- 
year-old, 4-lane highway that is also 
the ugliest in the world. It is one long 
succession of billboards and enters 
the least attractive approach to 
Washington, D. C. Included in the 
new program is a completely new 4- 
lane highway paralleling this one 
several miles away. 

The billboard struggle dates back 
some years, and the first successful 
step was the bill passed about ten 
years ago by the state legislature tax 
ing billboards. A later bill authorized 
the elimination of signs which were a 
hazard to traffic vision. But the first 
real step was the construction of the 
30-mile Baltimore-to-Annapolis high- 
way just before the war. It is a 4-lane 
highway with a grass park strip about 
fifty feet wide between the opposing 
trafic lanes. The highway was com- 
pletely and attractively landscaped 
and was zoned to restrict commercial 
construction along the right of way. 
The contrast between this highway 
and U. S. Route 1 has aroused much 
local comment. It is sad to relate that 


local politicians are even now strug- 
gling to circumvent some of the regu- 
lations and despoil the scenery. 

The war, of course, stopped all 
road construction, but with the new 
program under way, interest in the 
struggle has returned. Two years ago 
the state legislature passed an en 
abling act, permitting towns and 
cities to set up zoning commissions 
with the authority to devise commer’ 
cial restrictions for their respec- 
tive communities and their environs. 
Many of the cities availed themselves 
of this opportunity, including Balti- 
more. Washington, D. C., has long 
had its now famous national park and 
planning commission, which has con- 
siderable zoning authority in the ad- 
jacent part of Maryland.

trolled roadsides, however, has come 
almost entirely through local initia 
tive rather than by law. It is in the 
western part of the state and is High 
way 40A, between Frederick and 
Hagerstown, a recently built 30-mile 
alternate highway. It the 
Catoctin mountains, the Middletown 
valley, an area of rich rolling farm 
land and the Blue Ridge mountains 
and is considered by many who have 
traveled it as one of the most beau 
tiful drives in the country. More than 
two-thirds of the distance is without 
a sign, and those present are all on the 
outskirts of the two cities, Interested 
civic groups of businessmen in the 
two cities not only disciplined them- 
selves but persuaded the billboard 
companies to refrain from hiding the 
scenery, too.

Weatherford, Houston; T. Wolfe, 
Waco; Wise Adkisson, Greenville. 

The nurserymen also participated 
in another conference at that time, 
the purpose of which was to set up 
the preliminary organization of a 
Texas landscape association to be af 
filiated with the Texas Association 
of Nurserymen.

Rhododendron Yedoense 


Poukhanense. 


Rhododendron yedoense  pouk 
hanense, the Korean Yodogawa aza 
lea, is one of the more common aza 
leas used for ornamentation of our 
gardens. A native of Korea, this 
semievergreen plant varies to some 
extent in its habit of growth, depend 
ing upon the amount of sun it re 
In shady situations it forms 
an upright bush up to five to six feet 
in height and is often rather loosely 
branched. In sun it is a much more 
compact plant, usually ranging from 
two to four feet in height 


eeives 


The leaves are semievergreen, rela 
tively narrow and about two to three 
long The  reddish-purple 
autumn color, while not outstanding, 
is interesting. The outstanding char 
acteristic of this azalea is its flowers 
The large, single flowers. up to two 
inches in diameter, are fragrant and 
are in bloom between early and late 
May depending on location. The 
petals are lilac to lilac-rose in color, 
with purplish-brown spots. The flow 
ers are somewhat better than those 
of the species, but still not easily 
combined with other azaleas in flow 
er at the same time 

The Korean Yodogawa azalea, as is 
true for other azaleas and rhododen 
drons, does best in an acid, well 
drained soil that is high in organic 
matter. Where soils need acidifica 
tion, sulphur, aluminum sulphate or 
iron sulphate may be used. Equal 
parts of sulphur and aluminum sul 
phate make a good combination to 
use. Propagation is by seeds

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Nursery Holds Fair

The southern California retail 
nurseryman finds himself in a more 
and more highly competitive field, as 
hundreds of such businesses are con 
stantly being opened up along high- 
ways and in small towns, wherever 
there is space to accommodate the 
large stock of nursery items which 
will please the avid home gardener 
in this part of the country. There is 
a definite division between the grower 
and the seller here, because the 
wholesale nurseryman seldom mar- 
kets his stock in any large quantity 
through direct retail methods. There 
fore, it is the small but well equipped 
nursery dealer who finds himself in 
the tight squeeze for recognition. 

With this as his problem, W. H. 
Brown, of the William H. Brown 
Nurseries, Alhambra, Calif., decided 
to do something different in the way 
of a promotional campaign which 
would put his nursery first in the 
minds of gardeners in this area. His 
objectives were to reach the new 
homeowners from near-by housing 
developments; to increase sales dur 
ing the slack fall season, and to raise 
the average of sales throughout the 
year by the display of stock and lat- 
est equipment, which his nursery is 
now handling. Working with his 
advertising manager, Lewis H. Led 
erer, the idea of a nursery fair was 
evolved, which proved to be a suc 
cessful plan that accomplished the 
first two objectives, with high ex- 
pectations for the third. The general 
outline of the project was to trans 
form the nursery into a fairgrounds, 
with booths for nursery supplies 
and equipment; special displays of 
Mr. Brown's own stock, with empha- 
sis on roses and exotic plants, and 
aS Many other attractive features as 
were possible. 

Planning began three months in 
advance. The suppliers were lined 
up who would occupy booths erected 
by Mr. Brown. They agreed to have 
their own men handle all displays 
and from the booths, even 
though the retail profit from such 
sales would go to the nursery. A 
total of thirty suppliers took part 
and further cooperated in many in- 
stances by giving away samples or 
having drawings for their merchan- 


sales 


dise. Among those helping to make 
the fair a success were manufactur- 
ers of insecticides: fertilizer com- 


panies: dealers in pottery; prefabri- 
cated fence manufacturers; barbecue 


and patio builders; landscape en 
gineers; suppliers of packaged bulbs, 
and a garden tool company. 

To be in keeping with the festive 
occasion of a fair, it was decided 
that refreshments, entertainment and 
give-aways should be provided. After 
talking to various soft drink bottling 
companies, an agreement was reached 
with one for a low price per bottle 
on the large quantity which would 
be needed. Entertainment was de 
vised by hooking up a public address 
system which music 
was played during the day. The free 
gifts were a gardenia plart for each 
family who registered, and 100 or- 
ange trees, six per hour, to be given 
away in drawings. The gardenias 
were arranged for at a low price, 
and the trees were donated by a 
crower.

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When the planning details were 
completed satisfactorily, the publicity 
campaign went into action. Fliers 
were mailed to regular customers, 
telling the date and the interesting 
features of the fair. Mr. Brown an 
nounced the event over the radio 
and in his regular weekly advertising 
column in the evening paper. The 
paper reciprocated by sending a re- 
porter for an interview, and a good 
write-up appeared on page one, 
which quoted Mr. Brown: “There 
is no charge of any sort for the 
nursery fair. It will further local 
interest in gardening and present the 
newest conveniences that make mod 
ern gardening a pleasure in licu of 
a chore.” During the week before 
the fair, two full-page advertisements 


entitled “Hi Ho Come to the Fair”

Perfect weather marked the open 
ing day, and bright pennant flags, 
fanning out from the garden store 
to the street, set the mood for a 
festive occasion. Sheep grazing with 
na rustic picket fence enclosure on 
the front lawn added an animal touch, 
and the children crowded around to 
watch. The main walk the 
middle of the outdoor area was 
flanked on either side by booths 
decorated to suit the taste of the 
individual dealers. Other displays 
were placed here and there on vari 
us parts of the grounds. A par 
ticularly interesting one was laid out 
by the landscape engineer, who had 
fashioned a charming rock garden, 
complete with rustic redwood fence 
small waterfall. The plants, of 
course, were from Mr. Brown's own 
beds. The strategic placing of booths 
guaranteed that each visitor would 
see almost the whole of the nursery 
before leaving. This was double 
checked by placing the free gardenia 
plants and soft drinks at the extreme 
end of the nursery, making sure that 
Mr. Brown’s fine stock of 
shrubs and trees would not go un

A community tie-in was arranged 
by inviting the Alhambra Garden 
Club to use a booth. The club showed 
attractive displays of flowers, told 
interested visitors about its work and

As the 2-day fair ended, an ap 
proximate total of 12,000 persons, 
living within a 25-mile radius, had 
viewed the exhibits; 7,000 gardenia 
plants were given away, and 10,000 
bottles of soft drinks were consumed 
Sales naturally were large, although 
with such an overwhelming number 
of customers, it was not possible to 
serve all those who wanted to make 
purchases. However, Mr. Brown 


feels that many of these will return 
and, in fact. there are already some 


known responses of this sort. The 
dealers were more than pleased with 
the publicity gained and have sent 
congratulatory letters, saying they 


would be glad to participate again 
in an event of this kind 


For fifteen years, prior to estab 
lishing the nursery in 1943, Mr 
Brown was associated with the food 
industry, and his hobby was garden 
ing. When he turned to it 
vocation, his background of commer 
cial selling helped him to see that 
the nursery business, as well as any

Burlingame Gables, a subdivision 
of Burlingame, has requested that 
certain streets in its area, which were 
to have been planted with trees when 
the subdivision was approved by the 
planning commission, now be plant- 
ed. According to official advice this 
planting has been delayed because of 
the high cost of the trees, but plans 
are under way to have the Burling 
ame park commission develop a tree 
nursery and grow the trees for this 
and other municipal purposes. 

The regulation of pest control 
operations in the field and orchard is 
one of the problems of modern agri- 
culture. By the drift of harmful pest 
control materials into neighboring 
fields and onto near-by animals, con- 
siderable damage has been caused, 
and there are now on file a large 
number of suits to determine whose 
liability such damage is. The county 
agricultural commissioners, who li 
cense the pest control operators in 
their respective counties, recently 
held a meeting at San Jose to dis 
cuss the prevention of such losses. 

Plans for a camellia-planting sea- 
son, starting December 15, were out- 
lined at a recent meeting of the Sac- 
ramento Camellia Society. Also, it 
has been announced by Carl M. Hos- 
kinson, president of the group, that 
Jerry Olrich, state gardener, has ac- 
cepted the designation of the state 
capitol grounds as an official test gar- 
den of the American Camellia Soci- 
ety, for the development of new 
varieties. 

Lack of killing power of DDT, 
which has recently had much pub- 
licity, has been found in some cases 
to be the result of the use of old 
material which has lost its effective 
ness because of exposure to the air. 
The wettable forms of DDT seem to 
deteriorate fastest. In several cases 
where it was reported that flies, es- 
pecially, had developed a resistance 
to DDT, a respraying in the same 
field or building with freshly made 
DDT gave complete and lasting con-

RIO OSO GEM PEACH. 


Sensational reports regarding the 
Rio Oso Gem peach, U. S. plant pat 
ent 84, come from G. Hale Harrison, 
senior partner of Harrison Bros. 
Nurseries, Berlin, Md. He first saw 
this peach in the fall of 1933, when a 
flat of them was sent him by a Cali- 
fornia orchardist. The peach was later 
patented, and making a contract with 
the owners of the patent, the Harri- 
sons brought the Rio Oso Gem to the 
east. 

Harrison Bros., being large com- 
mercial orchardists as well as nursery- 
men, started planting the variety in 
their orchards and now have a total 
of 12,000 trees of this variety. Mr. 
Harrison reports that it “has brought 
higher prices per bushel for the gen- 
eral average for the past ten years of 
any varicty of peach we_ have 
grown, and the Harrison family has 
been commercial growers of peaches 
for more than ninety years.” 

Rio Oso Gem has a bright red col 
or, running about ninety-five per cent 
good red, and is easy to pack as U. S. 
fancy grade. The size of the peach is 
all that anyone can expect, says Mr. 
Harrison, many averaging a pound 
or more in weight and the crop aver 
aging three-quarters of a pound per 
peach 

The flavor, he says, is better than 
J. H. Hale and Elberta. It stands up 
well for long-distance shipments. The 
variety is a prolific bearer, a depend-

A truly rugged but rather slow 
growing, upright tree rather well 
adapted to plantings of other than 
the screening or row type is the 
Dawyck beech. This is a pleasing 
columnar form of the European 


beech, Fagus sylvatica-fastigiata. In 
places of limited space this plant can 
bring in the beech effect without the 
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drawback of the typical spreading 
plants, which make life next to im- 
possible for any underplanting made 
beneath their branches. As with all 
beeches, it takes many years for the 
best planting effect to develop. 

The upright ginkgo is sometimes 
recommended, but most plants of it 
seem not to have the fine texture and 
the full-bodied aspect that are ex- 
pected in a fastigiate tree. As far as 
ginkgo in general is concerned, the 
males seem to be more upright in hab- 
it than the females, which latter grow 
into broad-headed trees at maturity. 
Also, some specimens which seem 
destined for a tall, narrow shape in 
youth later send out lateral branch- 
ing in no particular pattern. A mid- 
dle-aged ginkgo might be said to have 
no typical or characteristic shape. 
Thus any propagation of upright 
ginkgo should be done from an old 
plant which has grown well enough 
toward maturity to display a more or 
less fixed fastigiate habit. 

On the other hand, the fastigiate 
English oak, Quercus robur fastigiata, 
does have all branching on the ver- 
tical and is a truly fastigiate plant. Of 
all of the alternatives to the Lom- 
bardy poplar, this one seems to be the 
best. Its texture is somewhat finer 
because of the small, round-lobed 
leaves. Its growth rate is reasonably 
fast, and it takes the full-bodied 
columnar or upright habit while still 
young. Specimens up to forty feet 
have grown here and there through- 
out the east. Although rated as a 
comparatively short-lived tree among 
the oaks, it appears to be as durable 
as the poplar, or more so. Its soil 
requirements are about the same- 
well drained but sufficiently moist 
soil. Its ability to withstand city con 
ditions is not too great, but com- 
pares favorably with that of the Lom 
bardy poplar. 

One of the interesting things about 
the fastigiate English oak is that a 
fair proportion of its acorns will pro- 
duce seedlings which will be just as 
fastigiate in habit as the parents. 
However, these seedlings will vary 
from the parent and from each other 
in texture. Thus, in order to have uni- 
form plantings it is wise to propagate 
vegetatively from true plants. 

Some trees of lesser landscape im- 
portance can also be had in upright 
forms. There is the narrow, pyramidal 
Tilia americana fastigiata, which, like 
its type, has never proved of too 
much worth under urban conditions 
Then, too, the hard-to-transplant 
tulip tree has sometimes been known 
in specimens-of upright habit. It, 
too, seems not for built-up areas.

With the future of the elm at pres 
ent uncertain, there seems to be a 
move to avoid its planting until the 
outcome of the current battle against 
the Dutch elm disease and phloem 
necrosis is more predictable. Even so, 
it should be noticed that there are a 
number of upright forms of the 
American elm such as Moline, a cione 
which grows fairly quickly into a 
loose column. There are others less 
well known. Also, there are upright 
clones among the European elms,

The party saw two large, mod- 
ern greenhouses filled with foliage 
plants, such as Philodendron corda 
tum, P. pertusum, P.  hostatum, 
Monstera deliciosa, pothos and agla- 
onema in fine finished plants, besides 
about three acres under shade, where 
rooted cuttings were propagated. 
From there, the party went into 
Apopka to visit W. T. Champneys & 
Son, who have thousands of azaleas 
in all sizes growing in the twelve acres 
of lath houses. Most of the plants 
were Kurumes, but there were also 
some indicas and Pericats. Then the 
party visited the firm’s peat fields, 
where hundreds of thousands of aza- 
leas were growing in solid peat in full 
sun, covering a number of acres. The 
stock was in excellent condition.

Some Thoughts on the Alpine Pink. 


Some recent correspondence makes 
me think that a few words on the 
alpine pink, Dianthus alpinus, might 
be helpful at this time. 

In the midst of conflicting reports 
of successes and failures with the 
plant, some of which tell us it needs 
a limestone soil, while others are 
equally positive that it is one of the 
acid lovers, is it any wonder that 
ordinary mortals, like you and me, 
approach it with a certain amount 
of awe, or perhaps more often keep 
away from it entirely? Yet one’s 
horticultural education will not be 
complete until D. alpinus grows from 
seed to a canopy of large, round, clear 
pink flowers on 3-inch stems, under 
one’s care. If you still think, in the 
face of all the confusion regarding 
its culture, that you cannot be com 
pletely happy until you have tried 
it, you might find the following plan 
useful: 

Choose a situation that is partially 
shaded during the hottest part of 
the day, such as would be found 
where an open-headed tree casts its 
shadow from noon onward, but never 
in the drip. Have the spot well 
drained and give it a soil made up 
mostly of sand, gravel and loam, with 
just enough leaf mold to give it a 
little body. Then see that the plants 
are supplied with plenty of moisture 
during the growing season. These 
simple things usually bring results 
that surprise one, regardless of the 
acidity or alkalinity of the soil. 

If the fates are kind, D. alpinus 
may continue to bring one happi- 
ness for several years, although com 
mon sense tells the experienced grow 
er to keep young stock coming on 
yearly when he is handling anything 
as unpredictable as the alpine pink 


Asphodel. 


This summer I saw a lovely plant 
ing of asphodel, which reminded me 
that here is a plant of unquestionable 
merit that should make many a neigh 
borhood grower happy by the added 
sales it would surely create if given 
a prominent spot in his display 
grounds. Bread-and-butter items, like 
delphinium, phlox and chrysanthe 
mum, must, of necessity, occupy most 
of one’s attention, but something a 
little out of the ordinary will do much 
to stimulate sales, as well as give one 
a reputation of being up-to-date. And

asphodel, Asphodeline lutea, a lily 
cousin from southern Europe, will 
surely open the eyes of your custom: 
ers in June, when it sends up spikes of 
fragrant yellow bells to a height of 
four feet, or perhaps less in light soil. 

Although a southern European, it 
is quite hardy, standing our Michigan 
winters if given a protecting mulch 
Best of all, in the view of many ex- 
perienced gardeners, it does remark 
ably well in dry soil in a sunny spot 
It may be grown from fresh seeds 
sown in the open in autumn. 


Hypericum Lanuginosum. 


I saw, this summer, a small plant- 
ing of a St.-John’s-wort, Hypericum 
lanuginosum, which I had not seen 
in twenty years. It brought back a 
mental prediction, made at the time, 
that it was a plant that would make a 
place for itself in American horticul- 
ture. And it is just another example 
of my low score as a prognosticator. | 
still think, however, that the plant 
deserves the mental heights assigned 
to it 

Imagine, if you will, a silvered mat 
of pretty St.-John’s-wort foliage serv 
ing as a foil for numerous 16-inch 
stems, each carrying an open panicle 
of primrose-yellow (much softer than 
the usual bright shade of a St.-John’s- 
wort) flowers from early July into 
September, and you will have some 
idea of what the plant could do for 
the summer garden where it is hardy. 
What it is able to stand in that way 
would, however, have to be tested, 
for there are no published accounts 
of its behavior in America, so far as 
I know. It lived here in northern 
Michigan for several years, but finally 
went off in a cold winter of light 
snow, The planting seen was near the 
Ohio river, where it had been grow 
ing for fifteen years, according to the 
owner. Perhaps the limy soil of 
that region had something to do with 
its longevity there, for I noticed in 
our trials that it did not seem entirely 
happy in an acid soil. It should be an 
excellent item for local sales in sum 
mer, when one’s customers see its 
beauty and the long season of bloom 


ing. 
The Bottle Gentian. 


One wonders at times why garden 
ers, and nurserymen, for that matter, 
do not make more of the old reliable 
bottle gentian, Gentiana andrewsi. 
Every gardener of any pretensions 
thinks it necessary to have at least 
one gentian and, so long as he can- 
not derive any satisfaction out of the 
regal beauties, he usually settles for 
one of the duds, like G. cruciata. That 
need not be, though, for if he looked

MIST CONTROL OF FUNGUS. 


Since the discovery that a mist of 
concentrated spray material, blown 
over fields and trees, is effective in 
killing many insect pests, experi 


ments have been tried to determine 
whether or not the method would be 
effective in fighting plant diseases 
caused by spores of fungus. S. F 
Potts, of the bureau of entomology 
and plant quarantine of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
and A. E, Dimond, Connecticut agri 
cultural experiment station, tested the 
mist blower method of applying fun 
gicide for control of the anthracnose 
which attacks sycamore and London 
plane trees. Though it was thought 
that mist particles would not cover 
leaves well cnough to prevent some 
spores from landing on moist 
and germinating, the experimenters 
reported a fair degree of control 
Much experimentation is _ still 
needed, but scientists feel that the 
ficld is a promising one; however, 
they do not regard the method as ef 
fective for control of the fungus 
causing Dutch elm disease, since the 
spores of that disease are carried by 
insects which deposit them in places

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SOUR CHERRY VIRUS 
DISEASE IN NEW YORK. 


According to a detailed descrip- 
tion of the symptoms of a disease of 
sour cherry in New York, caused by 
the peach and chokecherry X-disease 
virus, presented by K. G. Parker and 
D. H. Palmiter in a recent issue 
of the Plant Disease Reporter, bud 
and graft inoculations to young 
cherry trees resulted in a pronounced 
wilt and frequently in the death of 
the trees during the first growing 
season after inoculation. Similar in- 
oculations with buds and _ scions 
from chokecherries affected by the 
X-disease caused identical symptoms. 
Inoculations to peaches from both 
Montmorency and English Morello 
cherries resulted in typical X-disease 
symptoms. Inoculations with scions 
from rosetted Mazzard sprouts from 
the roots of an affected Montmor- 
ency tree caused wilt symptoms on 
cherry. 

There are several known symp- 
toms, but not often has a single tree 
been observed to exhibit all types of 
symptoms described. The blossoms 
tend to open a few days later than 
normal. On severely affected trees or 
branches, particularly of English 
Morello, all fruit may drop within 
a few days after petal fall. A part 
or all of the fruit that persists fails 
to mature. The affected fruit is 
small, pink to nearly white in color, 
often pointed in shape and insipid 
to slightly bitter. It is completely 
werthless. 


Terminal growth is likely to con- 
tinue longer into the summer, but 
with the total length of the terminals 
shorter than normal and with the 
internodes toward the ends of the 
shoots shortened. The entire tree 
often has a lighter green aspect than 
normal. Sucker growths have been 
observed with a distinctly rosetted 
type of growth. 


On the Montmorency variety, late 
in the season a yellow to reddish 
discoloration may appear along the 
midveins of a few leaves, particu 
larly toward the base of the leaf. 
The pattern of this discoloration is 
distinctly different from that asso- 
ciated with the virus yellows disease. 

Symptoms may be exhibited on the 
entire tree, or they may be limited 
to certain parts, sometimes to a single 
small branch. Affected branches may 
be interspersed among apparently 
healthy ones. On a given branch or 
tree a part of the fruit may drop 
early, other fruit may persist but 
fail to mature and still other fruit 
may mature apparently normally.

disease symptom complex under 
those conditions. The results of these 
tests will not be available until the 
growing season of 1948. 

Nothing like a complete survey 
has been made, but the X-disease of 
sour cherries has been observed in 
at least sixteen orchards and road- 
side sites in four counties. Its sever- 
‘ity was rated as moderately severe 
or severe in seven orchards studied 
in some detail. In 1947, in the more 
severely affected part of one orchard 
110 of 160 English Morello trees ex 
amined bore no fruit at all, and fif- 
teen others bore a high proportion of 
immature fruit. In the same part of 
this orchard, eleven of eighty-seven 
interplanted Montmorency trees bore 
no good fruit, and thirty-eight others 
bore partly poor fruit. 

At all sites where a careful study 
was made, chokecherries showing X- 
disease symptoms were observed 
within a few hundred feet of the 
affected cherry trees. There usually 
was a concentration of the trouble 
at the margins of the orchards near- 
est the chokecherries. At five loca- 
tions, peach trees also were observed, 
and they exhibited typical X-disease 
symptoms. 





CORK TREES. 


A sparkling fall combination in 
which the clear lemon-yellow foliage 
coloring of the Amur cork tree and 
the terra-cotta tones of shadblow 
(amelanchier) were harmoniously 
blended against a background of dark 
needled pines called attention during 
October to the landscape possibilities 
of that group of lesser known small 
trees called phellodendrons, or cork 
trees, wrote E. L. Kammerer in the 
bulletin of the Morton Arboretum 
Lisle, Ill. Represented by species in 
various parts of the Orient, phello 
dendrons are a hardy lot, dependable 
and easy to grow, of medium size, 
symmetrical in shape and highly orna- 
mental from both a foliage and fruit 
standpoint. 

Phellodendron amurense, the 
Amur cork tree, is a favorite at the 
Morton Arboretum. Its splendid com- 
pound foliage presents a lustrous 
dark green summer aspect and as- 
sumes a delightful fall coloring. Its 
bark is another conspicuous feature; 
established trees show a thick corki- 
ness of a light grayish-brown color. 
Twenty-five feet is about the maxi 
mum height attained by the tree in 
this area of the middle west, and an 
evenly rounded outline is typical of 
trees grown as specimens. 

For fruiting effects the arboretum

brought back from central China in 
1907. This is the Chinese cork tree 
Phellodendron chinense, another 
round-headed tree with coarser-tex 
tured leaves which tend to remain 
green longer than those of the other 
forms. Its decorative grapelike fruits 
are borne in compact clusters closely 
set to the stems and are most attrac 
tive while still in the yellow-green 
stage. They turn black as they ripen 
in late October. The individual fruits 
are round, about one-half inch in 
diameter, juicy and aromatic and 
normally cling to the branches most 
of the winter. Lacking the Amur cork 
tree's corkiness, the bark of this spe 
cies is thin and shallowly fissured 
Credit for the introduction of the 
Sakhalin cork tree, Phellodendron 
sachalinense, goes to the Arnold Ar 
boretum, Jamaica Plain, Mass., for it 
was there that the first plants were 
grown from seeds sent from the agri 
cultural college at Sapporo in 1877. 
It has proved to be more erect in habit 
than the others, taller and quicker- 
growing and is generally considered 
the hardiest and most 
form in cultivation. In this connec 
tion, however, it may be added that 
the cork trees have all withstood the 
climatic extremes of North America 
without any evidence of winterkill 
ing. Good-looking foliage is one of 
the attributes of the Sakhalin cork 
tree. The compound leaves are a 
foot or so long and are made up of 
rather narrow, long-pointed leaflets 
They lack the glossiness of the 
amurense variety, but change in late 
autumn to the same clear yellow tones 
which blend so well with the loose 
clusters of small black fruit. Little 
need be said of the June-appearing 
flowers of the cork trees, for they are 
neither conspicuous nor showy
